GROWING WORSE, 
ASSERTS OFFICIAL 


Commission’s Refusal To 
Be Responsible for 
Cases Discharged by 
Hospital Is Supported. 


The condition of the 31 
mental patients now in Fulton 
tower will grow progressively 
worse due to lack of proper fa- 
cilities for treating them, Ed L. 
Almand, chairman of the Ful- 
ton county commission, said 
yesterday in urging immediate 
admittance of the group to the 
state hospital at Milledgeville. 


Almand’s statement came in 
support of the commission’s re- 
fusal to accept responsibility for 
those patients now being dis- 
charged from the Milledgeville 
hospital because of the state’s fi- 
nancial dilemma. He described as 
“pitiable” conditions at Fulton 
tower “due to failure of the state 
to accept violent mental cases 
from Fulton.” 

He asserted there is no need to 
allow patients to die for lack of 
proper medical care, contending 
“Fulton county is doing the very 
best it can under the circum- 
stances, but the county jail is’ not 
a hospital and is not equipped to 
care for deranged persons.” 

Reiterating that Fulton county 


cannot accept responsibility _ for : 


released patients, Almand charac- 
terized “as passing strange that 
350 Fulton county patients should 
be cured overnight at the state 
hospital.” 

“Unless some of these 31 pa- 
tients now held by Fulton county 
and which the state will not ac- 
cept are given specialized treat- 
ment soon, they are going to grow 
progressively worse! and there is 
nothing we can do about it,” he 
said. “There also is danger of them 
killing or maiming each other 
The special guards, in the over- 
crowded cell blocks in which they

W.G. COOPER SR, 


JOURNALIST, DIES 


Associate of Grady and 
Harris Also Noted as 
Historian; Civic Leader 


Walter G. Cooper Sr., 79-year- 
‘who was widely 
kriown throughout Georgia as a 
journalist, historian and civic and 
religious leader, died at 8 o’clock 
last night at a pnivate hospital. 
He had been in ill health for a 
long time. He resided at 1143 St. 
Charles place. 

Once the editor of the Atlanta 
Daily News, which later became 
the Atlanta Georgian, Mr. Coop- 
er served for a number of years 
on The Constitution, being asso- 
ciated with Henry Grady and Joel 
Chandler Harris and other illus- 
trious newspaper men of that era. 
He’ was also a reporter on the 
Journal, and for 17 years—from 
1902 to 1919—he was secretary of 
the Chamber of Commerce, 

Wrote History of Georgia. 

He was the author of the four- 
volume History of Georgia and the 
Offici#@l History of Fulton County 
—both works being studious ac- 
counts of the development of the 
county and state. 

Born in Floyd county, near 
Rome, he was the son of John 
Frederick and Hariett' Smith 
Cooper, and the grandson of Mark 
A. Cooper, of Cartersville, who 
founded the Cooper Iron Works

region. 

He was a nephew: of the fa- 
mous “Bill.

BERLIN, May 17.—(#)—Nazi 
Germany today tightened her 
military defenses and carried out 
a census which will enable her to 
increase her control over the lives 
of her people. 
Military precautions were espe- 
cially in evidence along the “west- 
ern wall” of fortifications where 
Chancellor Hitler continued his 
tour of inspection and at the port 
of Hamburg.

It Seems Illogical 

The attitude of Fulton county authorities 
in respect to cured patients or harmlessly in- 
Sane persons sent back to this county from 
the state mental hospital at Milledgeville seems 
to be without basis of logic. It is, of course, 
an effort on the part of the county to avoid a 
few additional dollars of outlay, understandable 
in the county’s perpetual paucity of financial 
resources a$ compared with desired expendi- 
tures, 

Certainly, however, it is unreasonable to ex- 
pect the state, suffering under its own money 
stringency, to accept unnecessary responsibility 
for citizens of this county. 

It is well known to everyone in Georgia that 
the hospital at Milledgeville has been danger- 
ously overcrowded for years. Planned to ac- 
commodate 5,000 as a maximum, it has strug- 
gled to care for 7,000 or more patients. It is 
now weeding out from these those who are 
either cured of their mental disabilities or who 
are harmless and perfectly safe to mingle in 
free society. By so doing, the hospital hopes 
not only to reduce its patient personnel to safer 
totals, but also to make room for many violently 
and dangerously insane persons who are now, 
perforce, kept in the county jails because there 
is no room for them at the hospital. Fulton 
has a number of these is the tower. 

Phis is, evidently, an intelligent and wise 
program. Yet Fulton county seeks to avoid the 
responsibility of providing for those few of the 
returned patients«who cannot go back to their 
families, It is, surely, a part of the problem 
of county welfare and, among the varied agen- 
cies of social welfare that operate here, surely 
one could be found which should, rightfully, 
assume this responsibility. ; 
The attempted refusal of the county to ac- 
cept these returned patients provides a glaring 
example of failure to co-operate between the 
different governmental units in Georgia. It is 
just such failure which is responsible for many 
of the state’s present problems and until a 
more co-operative attitude is adopted it is un- 
likely any permanent solution for any of the 
pressing questions will be found. 

It is, too, unfair and inhuman in its in- 
ferences toward the individuals involved. Ful- 
ton county says to these restored patients, in 
effect, that in so far as it is concerned, official- 
ly, they can never be cured. The county as- 
sumes that any individual, once adjudged in- 
sane, must forever remain in that status. It 
would close the door of hope and deny there 
is cure for mextal diseases. _ 

For, of those returned, many are pronounced, 
by competent alienists, to be completely cured. 
Yet the county would tell these they cannot re- 
turn to normal life, in the community of their 
former residence, but must forever stay as pa- 
tients in an institution for the insane, doomed 
- to a lifetime among the mentally sick, with 
-death as the only avenue to release. 


An Atlanta Disgrace 


Prooably the most necessary expenditure in 
Atlanta today is requested in city council and 
embodied in the resolution asking the finance 
committee to find $75,000 for the repair of 
streets. 

The condition of these streets is nothing 
short of disgraceful. Neglect over years has 
brought them to a state bordering upon disin- 
tegration, requiring immediate steps to correct 
the conditions that are today forcing Atlantans 
to pay a staggering toll in automobile repairs 
and rapid car depreciation. 

It is true a bond issue should be provided for 
the long-term program of street improvements, 
but in the meantime it is imperative the present 
disgraceful condition be remedied. It is doubt- 
ful whether any city in the country can claim 
worse streets than Atlanta, with gaping holes 
an actual threat to life, costly in racked auto- 
mobile bodies, broken springs and axles. If the 
total damage cost were.possible of compilation 
it would be found staggering. It is a cost paid 
by every Atlanta car owner now paying taxes 
for decent streets upon which to ride in safety 
and comfort. | | 

The city is not alone in its neglect of major 
streets, the county having been equally remiss 
in many cases despite the fact county roads 
are generally newer and less heavily traveled. 
Piedmont road, a rank disgrace even within city 
limits, is in even worse condition in some spots 


It is the duty of council to insist that the 
finance committee find the necessary money 
for street repairs, and that this fund be used 
where the need is greatest—without regard to 
ward boundaries. 


_ The Right Man 


A sportsman believed acceptable to hunters, 
fishermen and farmers of Georgia has been 
obtained by Governor Rivers to reorganize the 
State Wild Life Department. 

He is Clint. Davis, public relations director 
of the United States Forest Service and he is 
being loaned by the government to the state 
of Georgia for one month. During the period 
from June 1 to July 1 Davis hopes, with the aid 
of a citizens’ commission and sportsmen gen- 
erally, to work out a feasible plan for the future 
operation of this adjunct of the natural re- 
sources division. 

Most important task facing Davis is to en- 
courage revenue from fishing licenses and ap- 
point a group of 25 game and fish protectors. 
These protectors are to be selected on a merit 
system basis. : 

As temporary head of the Wild Life Depart- 
ment, Davis appears to have all the qualifica- 
tions necessary for effecting a sound reorgan- 
ization. 

He has been one of the outstanding leaders 
in conservation work during the past six years. 
He served two years in the State Wild Life De- 
partment in 1935-36 before going with- the 
United States Forest Service as director of pub- 
lic relations, a post he has held for the past 
three years. 


Forest Service officials say he has proven a — 


valuable addition to this outstanding federal 
organization. Working with State Wild Life and 
forestry officials in 12 southern states has given 
him an excellent opportunity to observe and 
study the methods most beneficial. to his na- 
tive state. 

Davis is recognized as a tireless worker, a 
true conseryationist and is popular with hunt- 
ers, fishermen and landowners with whom he 
has a wide acquaintance over the state. | 

Progress he is able to make in the month he 
has been alloted for reorganizing a department 
which has been on a steady decline for more 
than a year is expected to determine whether 
or not he will listen to proposals to become 
permanent head of the division. 

He will need complete co-operation of state 
sportsmen to make satisfactory progress in so 
short a period. 


An Old One Folds Up 


There will be many a sigh among old timers 
at the news that Scribner’s magazine, after a 
vain attempt at becoming modernized, mailed 
out the May number and went out of busi- 
ness—at least temporarily. 

Scribner’s was founded in 1887. It was 
clothed in a rather plain, yellowish cover de- 
Signed by the well-known American architect, 
Stanford White, who was shot to death in the 
early: part ofthe century by Harry K. Thaw. 
It wore this plain dress until 1928, when -the 
urge to “go modern” began taking hold of 
everything in sight.. Many of the old sub- 
scribers regretted this attempt to revamp the 
magazine—to change it from the old literary 
medium to ai semi-up-to-the-minute slick. 
They now attribute its downfall to these early 
attempts at streamlining. 

The magazine became known for its literary 
discoveries. It published Richard Harding 
Davis’ famous short story “Gallegher,’ Bret 
Harte’s “A Drift From Redwood Camp” and 
Stephen Crane’s “The Open Boat.” It was the 
first magazine to print a short story by Ernest 
Hemingway—“The Killers’—introducing his 
conversational style. ‘Thomas Wolfe’s “An 
Angle on the Porch” was also among its firsts. 

About a year and a half ago Scribner’s, 
under new management, tried to streamline in 
a big way. It succeeded in becoming nothing 
more than a cross between a not-any-too-lit- 
erary medium and a popular appeal slicker— 
with accent on the popular appeal. An attempt 
to boost the circulation to 350,000—an unheard- 
of figure for a literary magazine—failed dis- 
mally. In the attempt it lost its reputation as 
a literary medium. Old subscribers didn’t like 
it and dropped out. It wasn’t hot enough for 
the new ones. 

So Scribner’s, one of the old ones and one 
of the really good ones, in its day, folded up 
with the May number and quit. There was in- 
sufficient cash on hand, according to news re- 
ports, to pay for another issue.

TARDIEU UNRECONCILED 

(From The Memphis Commercial Appeal.) 

Former Premier Andre Tardieu, the last sur- 
vivor of the French delegates to the Versailles con- 
ference, has addressed an open letter to Adolf 
Hitler of Germany that shows the writer un- 
reconciled, Tardieu says in effect that Hitler’s 
present performances show the terms of the treaty 
ending the World War were not harsh enough and 
he warns that even harder terms will be enforced 
if Germany is conquered in another war.

TWO HOPES The new idea, to be sure, is only floating in the 

New Deal air. Many of the administration econ- 
omists and others naturally interested have discussed it. It may 
soon find a sponsor, but, even if it does, it must be presented to 
a balky congress. In fact, it is chiefly interesting as another symp- 
tom of the state of mind of the New Deal. 

The’ monopoly .committee itself was such a symptom. In es- 
sence, it was set up for two reasons. First, the New Dealers were 
far from sure that they had the key to the economic riddle, and 
hoped to find it by a broad search. And, second, they hoped that 
by “dramatizing the concentration of economic power” they would 
explain the New Deal’s purposes to the people, and so strengthen 
the New Deal’s political position. Thus far, the committee has not 
lived up to either hope. e 

It may still do so, for the central pfoblem of idle men and idle 
money—of 10,000,000 unemployed and billions of capital also un- 
employed—has just been taken up. The signs are that the problem 
will be dealt with in a sane manner, without any prejudice either 
for or against business. Indeed, it’s most significant how often the 
opinion is heard around Washington now that the investment bank- 
ing business, once the New Deal’s public enemy No. l, really re- 
quires more freedom. Probably, if this phase of the committee’s 
work becomes a biased attack, it will be because the businessmen 
themselves have attempted to attack the New Deal through the com- 
mittee. For such is human nature, in Washington as elsewhere. 


PEOPLE’S CONFIDENCE aan young SEC official, Peter 


ehemkis, and the _ economist,

Old Indian Town. 


Excavations on the site of the 
big Indian town of Patawomeke, 
scene of the kidnaping of Poca- 
hontas by the English in 1612, are 
now being carried on by Smith- 
sonian Institution anthropologists. 
It is on the Virginia bank of the 
Potomac river in Stafford county, 
about ten miles from the present 
county seat and on almost the ex- 
act site of the colonial town of 
Marlborough, all traces of which 
have long since disappeared. The 
site has been identified from a 
map made by Captain John Smith 
who first visited the Indian settle- 
ment in 1608. 

Smith described the place as 
containing from 160 to 200 able- 
bodied men. This means that it 
must have had a population of 
about 1,000. It was one of the 
towns which paid tribute to Pow- 
hatan, who at the time of the Eng- 
lish settlement at Jamestown was 
building up in Virginia something 
roughly approximating a “king- 
dom.” 

After the departure of John 
Smith from Jamestown, relations 
between Powhatan and the colo- 
nists soon became strained. Both 
the English and her father recog- 
nized that the lovely Pocahontas 


was a valuable hostage. She was/ 


hidden away at Patawomeke. In 
1612, through the ery of an 
Indian, she was kidnaped by Cap- 
tain Samuel Argall and taken to: 
Jamestown, where she was held 
captive while negotiations were 
conducted with her father for the 
return of English prisoners. Dur- 
ing her captivity she and John 
Rolfe fell in love and good rela- 
tions between the Indians

Machinery hasn’t affected other commodities in the same way. 
Shoes and hats and fabrics and other machine-made articles still 
bring a price that affords the makers a profit. a a 

When you buy some item of ladies’ wear at .half its-normal 
worth, you know it was imported from some land of starvation 
wages or produced by some furtive’ slave-driver who paid girl 
workers an hour’s wage for a day’s toil. 


Behind every article that sells for too little there is a“worker 
who gets starvation wages. Your “bargain” comes out of some- 
body’s hide. : 

The farmer can use unskilled labor—often juvenile—and ‘get it, 
in most sections, at a fraction of the wage paid skilled workers. 

He can’t, as a rule, pay decent wages. His crop:doesn’t bring 
enough. The small farmer who works .for himself is working for 
starvation wages. Hired labor must work for little because it is 
producing something that brings little. There are only so many 
bites in a cherry. | 

Why not pay the workers a decent wage and charge it to the 
consumers? Because the farmers aren’t organized, and each must 
take what is offered for his crop. 

Government management, in a roundabout, wastéful, ruinous 
way, forces consumers to pay the farmer more. They pay little 
enough when they buy, but the government taxes them and gives 
the money to the farmer—and this complicated method of beating 
the devil around a stump gives the farmers far less than consumers 
pay, for it includes the cost of thousands of jobholders. 7 

The only hope, in a free land, is a voluntary organization of 
farmers. It would harm nobody, for the farmers would make 
enough money to pay good wages, and consumers, while. paying 
more, would prosper by selling more goods and service to the farm- 
er and his workers. i .

‘During the first trial 
ended in a mistrial, just as Assist- 
ant Solicitor General Andrew J. 
Ryan Jr.. pointed a finger at Ay- 
cock and said he was the guilty 
man, Mrs. Aycock leaped up in 
the rear of the courtroom and 
shouted that she did jt. 

Ryan, opposing Myrick, pointed 
out that the defense made no mo- 
tion for a mistrial on grounds that 
Mrs. Aycock’s confession was ex- 
cluded. 

Ballistics Tests Listed. 

Myrick related that Aycock of- 
fered his gun for ballistics tests to 
check the fatal bullet. He said the 
tests were made by Washington 
experts and added “they could not 
say the bullet came from Ay- 
_ cock’s pistol.” 

A portion of the argument dealt 
with a man’s bloody shirt found 
in the Sikes apartment. 

Myrick asserted George Hall, 
state witness who lived near the 
victim, testified he saw Aycock 
leave the vicinity “about a min- 
ute after he heard a noise like a 
motorcycle and the state conend- 
ed Aycock changed his shirt after 
shooting Martha and left the 
apartment. How could he change 
his shirt in one minute?” 

The prosecutor said “the state 
never contended Aycock changed 
his shirt. We say the shirt was 
hanging on a doorknob and when 
the woman was shot she fell 
against the door and slipped to the 
floor, dragging the shirt with her. 
There were bloodstains streaking 
down the door.”

Governor Rivers yesterday 
backed the Milledgeville authori- 
ties in returning restored mental 
cases to he various counties of the 
state. 

Such patients are no longer the 
charges of the state, the Governor 
said, and it fs unfair to keep them 
at Milledgeville when there are 
many in jail, in violent condition, 
who cannot be placed in the asy- 
lum because it is so crowded. 

“If the patients being sent back 

to Fultan county are well -mentally 
and physically they are not 
charges of Fulton county. I¥ they 
are indigent and are not self-sus- 
taining they properly should be 
cared for on unemployable relief 
rolls,’ Almand, added. “It seems 
to me to be passing strange that 
350 patients from Fulton county 
could be cured and all their facul- 
ties returned overnight. It appears 
to me that they were ‘cured’ by 
the state’s financial stringencies, 
rather than by approved scientific 
methods no matter what other ex- 
cuse is given.” 
“There seems to have been some 
threat to dump the returned cases 
on the courthouse steps. We could 
recipfocate by releasing the 31 
mental cases we now have in jail 
on the hospital steps at Milledge- 
ville, but either move would. be 
foolish. We, however, have been 
unable to get the hospital to take 
them. We thus find ourselves in 
a position of taking responsibility 
for the state’s charges. 

“Out of the 31 cases in Fulton 
tower, eight men and four women 
are violently insane and ‘are be 
cared for the best we can. There 
are eight cells for violent men. So, 
when another becomes actively 
violent, it is necessary to remove 
one of the least violent in the cells 
to make room for the new patient. 
Much the same condition prevails 
in the women’s ward, where there 
‘are 11 patients.

Health, Longevity Depend 
Upon the Life You Lead 


By Dr. William Brady. 


It must have been Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes who perpetrated the 
Hibernicism about the advisability 
of beginning the treatment of ar- 
teriosclerosis a hundred years be- 
fore the patient is born. The idea 
was consistent enough with the 
views physicians held in Holmes’ 
time. As Dr. Osler, born 46 years 
after Holmes, expressed it: “Lon- 
gevity is a vascular question. A 
man is as old as his arteries. The 
onset of what may be called physi- 
ological arteriosclerosis depends, 
in the first place, upon the quality 
of arterial tissue (vital rubber) 
which the individual has inherited 
. . « -man of 40 may present ves- 
sels as much degenerated as they 
should be at 80 . . a tendency 
explained by the use of bad ma- 
terial for tubing in the make-up of 
the machine.” 


Today, physicians and patholo- 
gists are less inclined to blame it 
on grandfather; newer knowledge 
of pathology and nutrition makes 
it difficult to escape the conclusion 
that your health and longevity de- 
pends rather more on the sort of 
life you lead than it does on the 
sort of life your ancestors lived.

(about heart disease and arterios- 
clerosis) and “The Seven Keys to 
Vite” (about retaining youth.)

The medical view of overweight 
or obesity has undergone a similar 
change in the past 40 years.

Today we take little stock in 
that idea. In the overweight or fat 
or too stout individual there are 
thicker pads of fat in the places 
where some fat normally is stored. 
That is all. ' 
Fatty degeneration has little or 
nothing to do with overweight or 
obesity. Fatty generation means 
actual conversion of some of the 
cell substance, protoplasm, into 
fat. Obviously fat droplets replac- 
ing muscle cell substance cannot 
function. That is why fatty degen- 
eration, say the heart muscle, is so 


‘serious. But fatty degeneration, as 


already mentioned, does not occur 
in ordinary overweight or obesity. 
It occurs rather in advanced heart 
disease, in persons who are not 
overweight or more likely persons 
who are underweight from pro- 
longed illness. | 

Any embarrassment or ineffi- 
ciency of the heart or circulation 
of a person who is somewhat over- 
weight or obese is due simply to 
the fact that the person has to 
carry a handicap of so many 
pounds (his or her excess weight) 
all the time—enough in itself to 
tax a good strong heart—and 
moreover the circulation must 
supply not only the ordinary needs 
but also the needs of all that 
slacker flesh which does 
but must be fed, n 
kept warm by the blood, .

What if the track operators do make half a million dollars? 
What if the odds happen to be unusually short for one particu- 
a Derby? And what if the concessions happen to make a 

illing ? 

Is anyone forced to attend the Derby, except the track em- 
ployes and operators? Doesn’t everyone who goes know in 
advance that prices are steep and that betting, at best, is a 
hazardous proposition? 


I have never seen or heard of any instance where 
armed attendants forced anyone to rush up to the pari- 
mutuel windows and lay down their cash—or their life. 
No, the 60,000 or 70,000 who jam Churchill Downs for 

Derby day go. of their own free will and accord. They go with 
their eyes and pocketbooks open. They go from every corner 
of the country. Celebrities head-the rush. 


There might be some disposition to decry all the intake of 


cash if it were being drained from one community, but it so 
happens that the city of Louisville, Ky., along with the track 
operators, realizes handsome dividends. 

This piece for the paper is prompted by the plain- 
tive reports of Earl Ruby, sports editor of the Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal, the fine paper presided over by 
Mark Etheridge, formerly of Macon. 

Ruby says: “I come down with the shakes every time | read 
a blast against it (the Derby). And I’ve read so many since 
the 65th running | hesitate to open an out-of-state sheet.” 

I hardly can see why Ruby would have any worries about 
it. The fact that the 65th running already has become history 
is evidence enough that the Derby is scarcely dying on its. feét. 

d human nature being what it is, a concerted 
taboo of the Derby probably would result only in in- 
creased attendance for the 66th running. 

It so happens that the Derby has what no other race 
in the country nas or can hope to achieve. There is the tradi- 
tion, for one thing. Kentucky is the home of the thoroughbred. 
No other track has the atmosphere that Churchill Downs has. 
And so long as horse racing is supported by the people, the 
Kentucky Derby should be the last to worry about lack of 
patronage. There is a magnet-like attraction which necessarily 
must be associated with the age and glamor of the classic. 


HE HAS THE ANSWER. - 

One of the writers directing a tirade against the Derby had 
the answer to his problems in his story. He had it in one 
sentence. 

He said: “Derby bettors at Louisville charged the 
windows without the slightest knowledge of the refund 
for a winning ticket. They displayed no interest on that 
score.” 

THEY DISPLAYED NO INTEREST ON THAT SCORE. 
It must be admitted by anyone with the slightest knowledge in 
such matters that folks who bet are trying to get something for 
nothing. Odds fluctuate at all tracks until the mutuel windows 
close. And those who lay their money and take their choice 
usually are grateful if they have made the right picks and get 
any sort.of. profit:in return. “ Many are satisfied to break even.

event to the American public to-

over station W2XBS. 

It may be the beginning of the 
time when you can sit in your 
easy chair in San Francisco, Dal- 
las, or Atlanta and listen to and 
watch a world series being played 
at Yankee stadium in New York. 
But to quote Leif Eid, publicity 
director of the television branch 
of NBC, that tie may be “10 years 
away.” 

“No one can tell what will hap- 
pen or how fast television will 
advance,” said Eid. “It’s just past 
the experimental stage. Right 
now we can only transmit an 
image about 55 miles. Our big 
problem is in forming a network 
throughout the country to. re- 
transmit the pictures. ‘Television 
has come a long way in the last 
year. It may advance faster than 
we think but that is up to the 

engineers.” 

The pictures of today’s game 
were thrown on a screen about 
7 1-2 inches by 10 inches, with 
the players about an inch in 
height. ‘The camera which pick- 
ed up the images was stationed 
about 90 feet from the diamond 
on the third base side.

SENATE REJECTS 
CANAL IN FLORIDA 


Proposal Meets Defeat by 
45-to-36 Vote After 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—()— 
Concluding three days of heated 
debate, the senate today killed 
legislation authorizing resumption 
of work on the $200,000,000 Flor- 
ida canal from the Atlantic ocean 
to the Gulf of Mexico. The vote 
was 45 to 36. 

The bill was introduced by’ 
Chairman Sheppard, Democrat, 
Texas, of the senate military af- 
fairs committee. 

Amendment Made. 

Before voting down the meas- 
ure, the senate adopted an amend- 
ment to levy tolls against transit- 


ing ships as ,a means of making 
the project self-liquidating. 

Thirty-four Democrats, one In- 
dependent and one Farmer-Lab- 
orite voted for the bill. Twenty- 
one Republicans and one Pro- 
gressive joined 23 Democrats in 
opposing it. 

Vote on Bill. - 

Senator Russell voted for the 
ship canal bill, while Senator 
George was paired, in favor of the 
bill, with Senator Donahey, Dem- 
ocrat, of Ohio, against the bill. 

Senator Pepper, Democrat, Flor- 
ida, a leader of the pro-canal 
forces, refused to concede that the 
canal was dead. 

“It just means a delay,” he said, 
“and I’m going to keep fighting.” 

H. H. Buckman, consulting en- 
gineer for the Canal Authority, 
said friends of the project would 
press for house action soon on a 
similar bill by Chairman Mans- 
field, Democrat, Texas, of - the 
rivers and harbors committee.

Heads of 3 Dencesinntions 
Call on Their People 
To Be Alert. 


OKLAHOMA : CITY. May 17.— 
(P)—Presidents of America’s three 
largest Baptist denominations 
called their people to battle today 
against encroachments on the re- 
ligious liberties of the world and 
criticized any unification move 


which would “sacrifice our ideals.” 


Addréssing an audience of 8,000 
messengers to the Southern Bap- 
tist convention, President L. R. 
Scarborough, of Fort Worth, Texas, 
warned the fight for “freedom of 
the soul was never more raging 
nor the issue 1..ore imperilled than 
in this day. 

“We are facing the uttermost 
horizons of a lost world. I won- 
der if we will accept the chal- 
lenge?” 

“Clearly Drawn Issue.” 

Arthur J. Hudson, of Cleveland, 
Ohio, told the assembly the issue 
of the day “is that of paganism on 
the one hand and the religion of 
Jesus Christ upon the other hand 
and never since the time of. the 
Roman empire was that issue more 
clearly drawn.” 


L. K. Williams, of Chicago, pres- 
ident of the National (negro) Bap- 
tist Convention, Inec., cautioned 
that “new and dangerous foes that 
would not only tear down the 
Stars and Stripes but would woo 
negro Baptists from the faith” 
were at work in the world. 

The three presidents, speaking 
94 years after northern and south- 
ern Baptists split over the ques- 
tion of slavery, heaped oratorical 
criticism on church merger move- 
ments which might “sell out our 
convictions.” 

Atlantan Speaks. 

Earlier Dr. Roland Q. Leavell, 
of Atlanta, told-pastors of 1,000 
Scuthern Baptist churches that 
with them laid the world’s hope of 
a revival. of Christianity. 

at a conference pre- 
liminary to the convention, Dr. 
Leavell declared the denomination 
“has the spiritual power for a 
world-wide revival.” 

“The next largest enavgelical 
bedy in the south,” he added, “is 
too busy with the problem of uni- 
fication to take up the banner. 

“Other great American denomi- 
nations are concerned with stream- 
lining religion. 

“But Southern Baptists are di- 
recting their efforts toward a 
greater thing—the winning~- of 
souls. We already are in the midst 
of a south-wide revival and it can 
spread throughout the world.”

Atlanta Woman PI Played Role 
in Civil War When | 
‘Nine Years Old. 


A gray-haired Atlanta woman 
who as a girl played the role of 
Paul Revere during Sherman’s 
historic. march, through Georgia 
celebrated her 84th er yes- 
terday. 

That nine-year-old girl who to- 
day is Mrs. Thomas Jefferson 
Lockridge, of 556 North Highland 
avenue, N. E., never reached her 
destination when she and her f1- 


|year-old sister jumped on their 


horses and started galloping mad- 
ly across the country ‘to broadcast’ 
the warning that Cassville was to 
be-burned by Sherman. She fell 
from her horse and broke her arm, 
but the message: got through. 
Recalls Experience. ‘' 
Sitting at home yesterday with 
her Bible, flowers and crocheting 
grouped around her, Mrs. Lock- 
ridge, who is the widow of T. J. 
Lockridge Sr., former prominent 
Atlanta realtor, recalled the ex- 
perience vividly and her eyes 


| Sparkled as she recounted the 


spine-tingling events. 

When Sherman began his march 
through Georgia in 1864, Mrs. 
Lockridge was living on her fath- 
er’s plantation, three miles from 
Cassville, in Bartow county. 


“On the day before Cassville 
was burned a neighbor rode by 
our home and called to my mother, 
telling her to send. word to my 
father who had gone to the black- 
smith shop to go to Cassville and 
move my Sister Susan, wife of 
Major John Loudermilk, and two 
small boys out to our home, as 
Sherman would surely burn Cass- 
ville that night,” she said. “Major 
Loudermilk was away at the front 
and later was killed in action. .., 


Saddled Two Horses. 

““My, mother had no one to send 
except my sister, Betty, 11, and 
me, 9. So she saddled two horses 
and placed us on them. My father 
owned many horses before the 
war and we all were taught to ride 
when quite young. 

“My mother, not accustomed to 
saddling horses, did not get the 
saddle fastened securely on my 
horse and after a couple of miles 
the saddle turned and I fell off, 


| breaking my arm between the el- 


bow and shoulder. My sister 
placed me under a tree on the side 
of the road and went on for my 
father.” 

Never Fully Recovered. 


Mrs. Lockridge said her father, 
later coming by and finding her, 
split some hickory saplings for 
stays, stretched her arm straight 
and bound the stays with his 
suspenders. A week passed be- 
fore a doctor could be obtained 
and she has never fully recovered 
from the injury. 

“While I was in bed,” she con- 
tinued, “three Yankee soldiers 
came to our home and asked my 
father for all his money and be- 
came angry when he told them 
he had none, so they, thinking 
my arm was a ruse and that mon- 
ey and jewelry were hidden -un- 
der my mattress, took the shovel 
from the hearth and threw red 
coals on my bed. When I jumped 
out. of bed they ran their bayon- 
ets into the mattress.” 


Run Yankees Out. 


When the soldiers threatened 
to hang her father and pushed her 
pleading mother away, Mrs. Lock- 
ridge said her 18- year-old sister, 
Mildred, and Mrs. Loudermilk, 
picked up pine knots and ran the 
Yankees out of the house. 

A member of a large family,
